There 
was one the other day about the pro- 
pensity of men who have fixed salaries 
to spend all they earn, which was very 
clever indeed, and had a good deal of 
truth init. The gist of it was that the 
man who has a fixed salary almost 
invariably spends it all. No matter 
whether it is large or small —fifteen 
dollars a week or fifty thousand dollars 
a year — he will tell you, usually, that 
he can just manage to live on his 
Men 


more 


salary, but can’t save anything. 
who work for themselves find 
uncertainty in thei: outlook, and are 
compelled to prepare for the difficulties 
that may be ahead of them, but the 
salaried man, counting on his salary 
as a certainty, comes to regard it as the 
minimum of his expenditure, and finds 
his whole duty done when he lives 
within its limits. 

That is distressfully credible. No 
doubt it was written by a salaried 
scribe of due experience, for it seemed 
to come from the heart. Thrift is a 
pretty scarce thing, anyway, except 
among farmers, Scotchmen and, possi- 
bly, Jews. The trouble with the 


common run of us is that we begin 


ge 


the If we had 
seventy years of human experience at 
birth, no doubt we would manage to 
pinch something out of our salaries 
betimes — when we got salaries— and 
accumulate a respectable fund against 
wet weather. 


life at wrong end. 





UT it isn’t true, we think, as the 
Journal suggests, that men with 
big salaries are as likely to spend all 
they get as men with smallones. Men 
with big salaries, who have families, 
usually carry more or less life insur- 
ance, and that is a pretty good form of 
saving. It is not much of a trick to 
save if you have enough income. The 
point is to make your income keep a 
little ahead of your standard of living. 
It is much easier for most of us to 
raise our standard of living than to 
increase our incomes, and we are more 
apt to do it; but it is a mistake. A 
fixed income and a fixed standard of 
living may get on together ; an elastic 
income and an elastic standard may 
get on together; but a fixed income 
and an elastic standard contain the 
elements of grief. The great and 
moving example of the contrary to that 
is Mr. Rockefeller. His standard of 
living —a very comfortable one — is 
fixed, and not all the blandishments of 
art, fashion or society avail to change 
it; whereas his income is understood 
to be elastic. Therefore the wolf never 
crouches on hisfront steps. Mr. Whit- 
ney and Mr. Morgan, on the contrary, 
are capable of enormous elasticity of 
expenditure, though their incomes are 
elastic, too. 
But, after all, this is a sad topic. 
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[Her have had a union-label fu- 

neral in Chicago. It befell on 
December 22, the fifth day of the 
hackmen’s strike. The body was re- 
moved in an undertaker’s wagon, 
bearing a placard which said that the 
wagon belonged to an undertaker who 





paid the union scale. Six carriages, 
labeled in the same way, followed the 
wagon. When the Chicago hackmen 
struck on December 18, they issued an 
edict that no hearses or public car- 
riages should appear in the streets 
while the strike was in progress, and 
they promptly sent out pickets to see 
that their orders were obeyed. Out 
of deference to the Board of Health, 
they permitted undertakers’ wagons to 
carry the bodies of deceased persons 
to the cemeteries, but carriages, public 
or private, were forbidden to follow.

On the fifth day of the 
strike the Chief of Police declared 
that if matters didn’t mend soon he 
would arrest somebody, and Governor 
Yates said that if the police of Chicago 
couldn’t handle the hackmen, he would 
call out the militia.

EPEATED predictions to the contrary, 
there can be no doubt of the deeply 











reverent spirit with which New York has wel- 
comed the performance of the sacred music- 
drama of “ Parsifal.’’ The congratulations of 
the stockholders on the $19,000 of receipts at 
its first presentation, the serious discussion of 
whether high-necks and business suits, or swallow- 
tails and diamonds, should be the correct garb, 
and the pious arrangements for comfortably 
getting a square meal, with something to 
wash it down, between sessions, were high 
tributes to the holy theme. They were 
equalled only by Herr Conried’s Christian 
observance of Widow Wagner's property 
rights in her husband's opera, the ecclesiastical 

braying of notoriety-seeking parsons, and the 
printed gush of the Ignatius Donnellys who use 
columns of the daily newspapers to exploit their 
researches in the Wagnerian cryptogram. 

One can easily picture the white-winged soul of 
Wagner hovering over the Metropolitan Opera House, 
and showering benisons on every one concerned —especially on 
Herr Conried. 

* + * 

HROWING aside these minor considerations, as well 

as Max Nordau’s claim that Wagner was not all 
there in his upper story and showed symptoms of degen- 
eracy, it is interesting to observe how clearly the Lord and 
Maestro has worked out the crowning opus of his musical 
and managerial career. It seems a pity that he could not 
have lived to see how this final appeal to Teutonie senti- 
mentalism should become an American commercial suc- 
cess (without royalties to his widow). It is, of course, not to be be- 
lieved that Richard Wagner could ever have thought that his clever 
combination of medieval romances of chivalry with the symbols 
of the Christian religion should be used as an advertising basis. 
His use of the combination was an appeal for interest on a some- 
what higher ground, but it has served its commercial purpose 
admirably in America. Also the scenic accessories, which, it is 
stated by his interpreters, he used in a devout spirit, lend them. 
selves admirably to exciting a feeling of what is described as awe for 
religious symbols in an audience drawn from New York’s frivolous 
and wonder-seeking populace. 

Lire does not usually bore its readers with displays of scholarly 
erudition in its discussion of current entertainments, but it seems 
that ‘‘ Parsifal” lends itself to nothing else. Starting, then, with 
the williamjbryan motive, discovered first in the talkativeness of 
Gurnemanz, we find it recurring at artistic intervals in the speeches 
of other characters, and especially in the masterly and frequent 
use of the wood-wind. Parsifal, the poor fool, is a come-on in the 
first act, and the Parsifal motive is likely to be generally whistled by

gentlemen interested in the green-goods and gold-brick industries. 
It uplifts one’s soul on a mighty flood of melody, until author, 
composer, the Labor-Union orchestra, the singers, the audience, 
even the poor, rich vandals in the boxes seem one grand human 
soul welded into the tremendous being of Richard Wagner. 

* * * 

OW follows the motive, which indicates the 
non-union repulsion of Kundry for Klingsor, 
the walking delegate of the Sorcerers’ Union, 
Local No. 46. Occasionally expert students 
will catch the Snore motive in the bass, 
meant to typify Aundry’s sleepiness during 
the prolonged arguments by which her poor 

soul is attacked by Alingsor and the advocates 
of the Open Shop. It is in this connection that we feel the influence 
of Wagner's early studies of Schopenhauer, Confucius, the Bi- 
nomial Theorem and Pole on Whist, with occasional chords and 
syncopations hinting at acquaintance with the Socratic method and 
the Botticelli school of interior decoration for suburban homes. 
Then by gently crescendo chromatics on the piccolo and yellow 
clarionet this great master of universal knowledge and folklore 
leads us impressively into the presence of the great Mystery itself— 
the schnellspielwachtamrheiniges motive. The most scholarly 
space-writers in the world differ as to the exact significance of this 
majestic theme. The best authorities agree that at times Richard 
Wagner indulged in libations of malt liquor, accompanied by 
cheese with large holes in it. There is a suggestion of this in the 
tempo of this sublime phonic suite, but the explanation does not 
seem entirely sufficient. The solution will have to be left to the 
ladies and gentlemen who are lecturing afternoons on ‘‘ Parsifal”’ 
and explaining the musie with magic-lantern views. 

With these few explanatory remarks Lire will leave it to each 
of his readers to enjoy *t Parsifal’’ in his own way. Volumes could 
be (and have been) written about this greatest of opuses. With a 
little self-hypnotism one can find a great many more things in the 
music than have been mentioned in this scholarly review. In any 
case, the production at the Metropolitan Opera House demonstrates 
how the emotions can be stirred by the theatrical and musical re- 
sources at the command of the modern author, composer and 
manager. They work through the eye and ear with impressive re- 


sult, almost convincing one that they reach the soul. Metcalfe.
